SNOWSTORMS 


C ontinue In C olorado and T heir Is 
M uch Suffering. 
Denver, Feb. 23.—A fierce snowstorm 
has been raging In the mountains since 
Monday night, completely blockading 
some of the railroad lines. 
The Denver 
and Rio Grande, by a tremendous effort, 
has managed to keep its trains moving 
over the greater part of the system, but 
the main line is blockaded on Tennessee 
pass. 
The Colorado Midland and South 
Park lines, parts of which have not been 
opened for several weeks, are now buried 
under greater drifts than ever before 
during the winter, and no further effort 
will be mad© to open these roads until 
the storm ceases. 
The inhabitants of

Stock is already starving in the 
towns and the food supplies for the peo­ 
ple are running very low.

isolated miners have already starved to 
death. 
Yesterday IOO shovelers on the Mid­ 
land struck for an increase of wages 
from $1.78 to $3 per day. 
They walked 
eight miles to Leadville. 
It took eight 
boars to make the trip. 
The Midland 
company lias six engines and a big Jull 
plow af Busk trying,to break the block­ 
ade, but the coal supply is limited.

is said that eight engines are “dead” 
and half buried in the snow between 
Busk and Ivanhoe, a distance of three 
miles.

T H E “ G R EEN RAY.*' 


To Ho Seen Free ti on fly st Hie Hoi in 
of the Kile. 
Tho "greenray,” «tn optical phenom­ 
enon which has been made the founda­ 
tion of a story by J oles Verne, is a 
flash of greenish light seen as the limb 
of the sun rieos or sets under certain 
conditions of the atmosphere. 
Tho Ben 
horizon is good for observing it, but 
the effect is occasionally seen in the Alps 
or other mountains, and, according to 
Plot Bey in a paper to the Academie des 
Sciences, Paris, it is often to lie observ­ 
ed in Egypt from the point of the del­ 
ta to Alexandria or Suez, either at rise 
or set of sun. 
The ray is distinctly visible, and al­ 
ways of an emerald green, which is 
brighter as a rule at sunrise than sun­ 
set. At sunset, when the eye can follow 
the effect better, the ray sometimes ap­ 
pears longer and ultimately takes a blue 
tinge. 
This blue ray has also been ob­ 
served preceding the "green ray” at sun­ 
rise, for example, by Mr. William Gaff. 
near the ruins of Memphis, not far from 
the stopped pyramid of Haggarah. 
He 
even thinks tilt ancient Egyptian.- were 
familiar with it, because in monuments 
of the fifth dynasty and others the sign 
of "Kha,” representing the rising sun, 
has the outer streak of a blue color and 
the two him r streaks are green. 
Their 
writings also speak of the greenness of 
the sun on rising, and they liken it to 
an emerald. 
It is evident from all this that the 
"green ray’ is an objective, not a sub­ 
jective, phenomenon, and that the hori­ 
zon of the sea has nothing to do with it. 
Nevertheless th*' staff* of the atmos 
phere evidently has to do with it, and 
that of Egypt, ordinarily pare, seems to 
have ranch, for the ray is seldom st * n 
elsewhere on land.
